(AP) — Communist-led Vietminh 
guerrillas last night opened fire 
with mortars on British and 
American oil installations at 
Nhabe, seven miles southeast of

by the British-owned, Shell Oil 
Co. of Indochina. One phosphor- 
ous shell hit within 100 feet of 
a tank of high octane gasoline, 
but there was no serious dam- 
age.

Will Patrol 


Course of Truman’s Flight 


Navy Augments Pacific Picket Line — Air 
Force Silent but Evidently Taking 
Precautions. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 11 (UP)— 
A network of air-sea rescue units 
was ready today to safeguard 
President Truman in his flight to 
meet Gen. Douglas MacArthur in 
the Pacific. ‘ 

The Navy ordered its usual line 
of ships along the routes aug- 
mented by additional vessels. The 
Air Force refused to talk for se- 
curity reasons, but it was evident 
they also were supplementing 
what equipment they already have 
in the area. 

Truman’s flight will parallel the 
sea lanes along which are now 


plying the Navy combat vessels 
and supply ships supporting op- 
erations in Korea. These, plus 
the additional ships being ordered 
to pretect the route, will give an 
almost unbroken picket line ready 
to steam to the restue should 
trouble arise. 

The Navy also has aircraft that 


‘can speed to the rescue. 


The Air Force has several air- 
sea rescue squadrons strung along 
the Pacific coast and others based 
strategically in Hawaii, Johnston 
island, Guam, Okinawa, Iwo Jima, 
Japan and the Philippines.

He 
said that Europe was secure for 
the present only because of the 
pact, but said the greatest weak- 
ness of European defenses was 
the omission of Germany and 
Spain from participation. 
We Must Rearm Germany. 
‘There have been great misgiv- 
ings about the rearmament of 
Germany,” he said. “But we have 
no choice. A partly rearmed Ger- 
many would not pose so serious 
a threat to world peace as does 
the Soviet Union. Moreover, with 
Germany a member of the Euro- 
pean security system, its presence 


would be a factor of security and | 


not a threat.” 

Meantime, the free nations 
must move to the offensive, he 
continued. That means, he said, 
the use of every device that will 
promote unrest in the satellite 


‘countries and even in Russia it- 
self,

lems and thus help blunt his ex- 
pansionist drive. 
Russia Overspending for Arms. 
“The Soviets are spending 50 
billion dollars a year for rearma- 
ment,” he said. “This is beyond

He said also that Russia was a 
“giant with a soft underbelly” 
and urged the West to aid the 


men of Central Asia, “who have 
never fully accepted communism, 
to establish a federation of 
Mohammedan states in that area. 

“Then there is the increasing 
tension between the Red Army 
and the party politicians,” he 
continued. “We should make use 
of the 16 Red generals who have 
passed into our lines in the last 
five years. They have said the 
Red Army could be used against 
the regime if we would make a 
distinction between the army and 
the Communist party. This dis- 
tinction should be exploited in 
our propaganda.” 

Urges Use of Christianity. 

Finally, he urged opposing 
Communism with Christian de- 
mocracy, a doctrine which he de- 
scribed as a “tremendous weapon 
of the intellect” and the basis for 
the solution of problems in social 
relations, social justice, econom- 
ics and politics. 

“But the first requirement,” he 
said, “is that we show the Chris- 
tian attitude in our own attack 
on these problems as an example 
to the whole world. If we can 
do that, we shall have moved in 
a huge step toward world peace.” 

The Archduke was introduced 
by Dr. Kurt von Schuschnigg, for- 
mer Chancellor of Austria, who 
described him as “a symbol of 
the former freedom of Central 
Europe.” Von Schuschnigg is 
professor of European history and 
government at St. Louis Univer- 
sity.

- HORMONE-GROWTH 


EXHIBIT IN EAST 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, Oct. 10—A hus- 
band-and-wife research team in 
St. Louis has evidence that. the 
height of a human being can be 
controlled by the effects of vari- 
ous hormones and extracts on 
bone growth. 

Doctors Martin and Ruth Sil- 
berberg of Washington University 
School of Medicine are presenting 
their findings in an exhibit at the 
New York Academy of Medicine. 
Cross-section photographs of bone 
cartilage indicate that pituitary 
extracts and the male hormone 
tend to stunt growth by making 
bone mature too fast, while thy- 
roid and the female hormone keep 
bone “young” much longer and 
postpone the tendency to become 
arthritic. 

The seat of bone growth is in 
the cartilage. The cross-section 
photographs show how the line 
of bone growth in the cartilage 
is widened or narrowed on intro- 
duction of the various agents.

Borrowers and lenders also will 
be forbidden to count “closing 
cost” payments—for taxes, in- 
surance and the like—as part of 
the down payment. These costs

Walter Reuther, president of 
the CIO Auto Workers, said the 
new order was “merely a ration- 
ing system under which those 
with ample funds can secure the 
housing they desire, while 4hose 
who need housing are deprived of 
it now and for sometime in the 
future.” 

In a statement earlier, Reuther 
had called on the National Se- 
curity Resources Board to with- 
hold action until some program 
could be devised to meet essential 
military and civilian housing 
needs. 

More important than credit 
controls now is the “problem of 
profiteering in building mate- 
rials,” Reuther said.

Will Head Stabilization 
Group Until It Is Or- 
ganized, Then Resume 
Mediation Post. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 11 (AP)— 
President Truman drafted his top 
labor mediator to head the new 
Wage Stabilization Board last 
night. The White House indicated 
other key posts in the fight 
against inflation would be filled 


promptly. 
Cyrus S. Ching, the tallest man 


7 inches—was assigned by Tru- 
man to the key job as chairman 
of the wage board. He is 74 years 
old. 

Ching, former director of in- 
dustrial relations for United 
States Rubber Co., will fill the 
stabilization spot only through its 
organizational period, the White 
House said. That would probably 
mean at least until January. 

To Keep Mediation Post. 


In the meantime, his job as 

director of the Federal Mediation 
and Conciliation Service will not 
be filled. Mediation Service in 
the critical weeks ahead will be 
kept going by Associate Director 
James Greenwood, Assistant Di- 
rector Clyde Mills and General 
Counsel Peter Seitz. 
Ching may keep an eye on any 
developing disputes, too, because 
he might eventually be called on 
to settle them as a conciliator er 
as chairman of the wage board. 

Truman took care of the big 
controls job last weekend with 
the apopintment of Alan Valen- 
tine, 49-year-old former president 
of the University of Rochester, as 
Economic Stabilization Adminis- 
trator. 

Ching lists himself in “Who's 
Who” as a Republican. When 
asked about this at the White 
House yesterday, he smiled and 


said: 

“I’m a Truman Republican.” 
Vanentine is a registered Re- 
publican. 

Others to Be Named. 
With Valentine and Ching now 
ready to go to work, Truman 


{still has to name a price direc- 


tor and eight other members of 
the wage board, representing in- 
dustry, labor and the public. 
Only the three labor members 
of the board appeared to have 
been agreed on. They were 
Emil Rieve of the CIO textile 
workers, Harry C. Bates of the 
AFL bricklayers and Elmer 
Walker of the independent ma- 
chinists. 

First move of Valentine and 
Ching probably will be to seek a 
policy meeting with W. Stuart 
Symington of St. Louis, chairman 
of the National Security Re- 
sources Board, who is overseer of 
the whole program for Truman. 
There may be a slight breath- 
ing period for Ching’s. board 
while price controls are settled 
on among Symington, Valentine 
and the new price administrator. 
Under the Mobilization Act, wage 
controls will be imposed with 
price controls in any industry. 


Ching’s board may have to con- 
sider with Valentine and Sym- 
ington and passibly even the 
President will > the wage move- 
ment being started in the steel in- 
dustry by Philip Murray one his 
CIO steel workers. 

That may reach the eoiaetien’: 
ing stage next month. Nearly 
1,000,000 steel workers will be 
free to strike under their con- 
tract after Jan. 1.

Tobin said Donnell supported 
an’amendment which would have.

“And not only will this rate 
stay at 75 cents so long as the 
Democrats are in power, but in 
all probability it will be elevated 
to a .,higher figure,” the Labor 
Secretary shouted.

Tito Aiipiees te to Export 
Bulk of Strategic Metals 
Such as Chrome 


Through 1951.

BELGRADE, Oct. 11 (UP) — 
Communist Yugoslavia agreed to- 
day to send the major part of its 
output of strategic metals to the 
United States through 1951. 

The Government of Marshal 
Josip (Tito) Broz concluded the 
deal withe Philipps Brothers, Inc., 


of New York, the main American 
importer of Yugoslav metals since 
Tito’s break with Russia in 1948. 

It calsl for the shipment of 
$15,000,000 to $20,000,000 worth 
of lead, copper, antimony, chrome 
and other non-ferrous metals in 
1951 alone. 

The United States is stockpiling 
these ores, which are rapidly be- 
coming scarce and costly under 
the impact of the rearmament 
program on the American econ- 
omy. 

Informed sources said the Yu- 
goslavs could have made several 
million dollars more by selling in 
Europe’s “gray market,” through 
which Russia and its satellites are 
making large purchases of metal. 

The Yugoslave already have re- 
sumed shipping vital chrome to 
the United States after a lapse of 
almost a year. Deliveries in the 
next 12 months are expected to) 
total. at least 25,000 tons. 

The Yugoslavs have been stead- 
ily increasing their metal ship- 
ments to the United States, partly 
as result of the purchase of ma- 
chinery with loans from the Ex-| 
port-Import Bank. 

In 1948 the Yugoslavs sent the | 
United States $3,133,000 worth of | 
lead, copper and chrome. Copper 
and lead exports mounted to $11,- 
830,000 worth in 1949 and this 
year will hit about $13,000,000. 

The Tito government’s decision 
to cohtinue major sales to the 
United States was believed to be 
linked with negotations under 
way between Washington and Bel- 
grade concerning possible addi- 
tional American credits for Yugo- 
slavia. 

The Yugoslavs want the addi- 
tional credits to buy food. They 
fear there may be starvation in 
Yugoslavia this winter because a

One of the major changes in 
Missouri’s hunting and fishing 
regulations for 1951 is very pleas- 
|ing to the rabbit hunters. Accord- 
‘ing to the new regulations, rab- 
'bits may be sold by hunters and 
‘trappers from Nov. 10 through 
Jan. 31 and by dealers from Nov. 
10 through Feb. 5. 

This will shorten the commer- 
cial season on rabbits by almost a 
month. In the 1949-50 rabbit sea- 
son an estimated 744,260 bunnies 
were taken in the commercial 
trade, including both live and 
dead rabbits. Rabbit hufnters have 
long contended that taking three 
quarters of a million rabbits com- 
mercially is not conducive to good 
hunting. Despite this loss, the 
hunter kill was estimated close to 
3,500,000 last season. 

Rabbits are protected only 
through March, April and May 
and for another shorter period 
from Nov. 1 to 10. Being the most 
prolific of all our native wildlife, 
the cottontail has been able to 
withstand the terrific gun pres- 
sure that would long ago havé 
exterminated any or all of our 
other species of game. There are 
no bag limits and they are more 
constantly and intensively hunted 
than any other game. 

It’s a Long Chance. 

Yet, year in and year out, they 
bring forth their broods. The 
chance of survival is only one in 
10 of living to become a year old. 
Natural predation, freezing and 
drowning in their nests before 
they are old enough to fend for 
themselves, disease, starvation 
when the food supply is encrusted 
with ice and snow, highway kills, 
hunters and many other factors 
play important parts in this high 
mortality rate. 

Studies by biologists have shown 
that a mature female rabibt gives 
birth to four litters each year and 
that the four litters combined 
average around 17, only three of 
which will survive until late fall 
to furnish hunting. Since the 


average kill by the gunner in a 
day’s hunt last ygar was three, it 
is a matter of simple arithmetic to 
reason that the bunny crop is 
barely holding its own. 

‘ Although reports last season 
from. some sections of Missouri 
showed a favorable trend, the 
rabbit hunters in. the Ozarks are 
almost unanimous in the opinion 


that it was one of the poorest 
| seasons in years. 
Not Enough Consideration. 

It is possible that the highway 
kill of rabbits is not being given 
proper consideration in the set- 
ting up of regulations. The kill of 
cottontails on the highways by 
automobiles is exceptionally high 
and much more so during the 
mating season of February and 
March. With the hunter and com- 
mercial kill combined running 
well over four million, the margin 
of difference between a poor and 
an excellent season could well be 
brought about through the ex- 
cessive kill by the motorists. Most 
of this kill is, of course, unavoid- 
able. 

Rabbit survival in numbers is 
dependent upon the reduction of 
the causes of mortality and the 
establishment of additional pro- 
tective and nesting cover on the 
farms and in the forests. The 
country lad walking down the 
shady, dusty Ozark country road 
with his .22, hunting a young rab- 
rit for his supper; the hunter who 
awaits the coming of a good track- 
ing snow so that he can pursue 
the tell-tale triangular tracks left 
by the cottontail as he hops along 
in quest of food; the avid rabbit 
hunter who cares little for any 
other type of hunting and main- 
tains his ‘kennel of beagles the 
year around to hear their melo- 
dious music as they give tongue 
through the thickets in pursuit of 
that bouncing, bounding blob of 
white as it disappears in the 
blackberry thicket—all of these 


of rabbit hunting does not de- 
teriorate into a barren pastime 
when it could so easily be im- 
proved by just a few common 
sense protective measures.

It has already 
shown in France, Belgium, Den- 
mark, Germany, Sweden. It tells 
the story of progress toward 


one is typical: 


“*Your balloon has blown a 
long way. It has blown to a part 
of Europe where people do not 
speak—or rather dare not speak 
—about the ideas you support 
and work for. But we are long- 
ing very much for the day 
when we can live as Europeans. 
Don’t think that Europe ends 
at the Iron Curtain. ' 

“*We are undergoing an ex- 
perience now which shows us 
hard and relentlessly that only 
the course you are following 
will bring mankind out of 
chaos.’ 

“Here, certainly, is a reveal- 
ing and an encouraging experi- 
ence,” Drummond said “This 
is no massive breach in the 
Iron Curtain; this constituted 
no flood of light inte the :dark- 
ness in which the Soviets keep 
their people.

The mission of the I Corps is 
probably to feel out the enemy’s 
defensive capabilities, especially 
in the prepared fortified positions 
just north of the parallel. When 
Gen. MacArthur has weighed the 
information thus obtained, he can 
decide whether to put his main 
effort into a straight push for 
Pyongyang or to try another 
amphibious end-run, 

If the pressure of the I Corps 
attracts the bulk of the enemy re- 
serves, the amphibious operation, 
if decided upon, will have the 
easier going. 

Ideal Moment for Landing. 

The ideal moment for a land- 
ing In rear of the enemy’s defen- 
sive lines is when the enemy has 
very few reserves available to 
deal with the amphibious force. 
The Allied Command misjudged 
this factor at Anzio in World 
War II and ran into serious trou- 
ble, but in the landing at Inchon 
MacArthur waited until he was 
sure that most of the good enemy 
troops were engaged in the fight- 
ing around the Pusan beachhead.

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HE Charter of the United Nations was signed on June 26, 1945. 
Hardly six weeks later something happened that created an 
urgent need for new patterns of international co-operation—a 


need that the signers of the Charter did not and could not have 


taken into account. 


The atomic bomb exploded on Hiroshima. 


The full meaning 


of that event was not understood at the time and is still not 


puniversally realized. 

The bomb was not the first 
weapon of mass destruction—or 
the last. It did not change the 
basic facts of life in a pioneer 
international society. It did not 
make war either more or less 
probable, but it made the efects 
of war more terrible. Therefore 
those who thought deeply and 
calmly about the meaning of the 
bomb came to two simple conclu- 


sions: prevent war and find an 


effective way to outlaw the bomb 
and develop atomic energy for 
peaceful purposes only. 

New, Baffling Problem. 


Ever since 1945, American pol- 
icy has proceeded from these two 
conclusions. To prevent war was 
already our major interest and 
concern. The use of atomic energy 
presented us with a new and baf- 
fling problem. Let us consider 
the nature of the problem. 


The technical details of atomic 
energy and of. the weapons we 
have developed from its devastat- 
ing power are very complex in- 
deed, but the principle of the 
atomic bomb is very simple. 

All you have to do to blow 
a city off the map is to get 
together enough plutonium or 
a rare form of uranium in one - 
lump. There is nothing more 
to it than that — a lump of 
metal of a certain size. Anyone 
can do it if he has a way of 
getting the stuff, knows how to 
protect himself agaihst the poi- 
sonous radiations, and can de- 
lay the explosion until he is 
ready for it. 

The principle of the hydro- 
gen bomb is also simple enough: 
whether it can in fact be de- 
veloped is not yet known. All 
you will need is a very high 


ous stuff away from irresponsi- 
ble men and nations? 

Within a year after the bomb 
exploded on Hiroshima, the Unit- 
ed States had devised plans and 
proposals for doing just that: 
keeping the dangerous stuff out 
of irresponsible hands. We de- 
cided to put domestic control and 
development of atomic energy un- 
der the authority of a civilian 
commission. This decision became 
law on August 1, 1946, when the

Squarely Up to the U.N. 


We decided to put the problem 
of international control of atomic 
energy squarely up to the United 
Nations. Canada, China, France, 
Great Britain, and the Soviet Un- 
ion agreed to this plan, and in 
January 1946 the first General 
Assembly of the Wnited Nations 
created a Commission on Atomic 
Energy with instructions to work 
out a plan of effective intéerna- 
tional control. 


By June 1946 the United States 
was ready with preliminary pro- 
posals for such a plan, and Ber- 
nard Baruch, the American repre- 
sentative, put them béfore the 
Atomic Energy Commission of the 
United Nations. The proposals 
were based on the report of a 
group appointed by the President, 
early in January, to study the 
problem of atomic control from 
the point of view of national se- 
curity and international peace. 


The report of this group, known 
as the Acheson-Lilienthal Com- 
mittee, came to the following con- 
clusions:

Political Traffic Control 


To the Editor »f the Post-Dispatch: 

Three cheers for Richard Baumhoff’s 
comments on our obsolete methods of 
traffic control. Apparently, the theory 
here is that if there is no traffic move- 
ment, there can be no accidents. Move- 
ment is therefore held to a minimum 
by our asinine stop signs and out-of- 
date speed :imits. 

A low speed limit over intersections 
where neither is a main artery would 
be better than a stop sign planted at 
every point requested by someone with 
political influence because it serves his 
particular convenience. Also, a red flag 
on a long pole heid by a patrol boy 
to stop traffic would be better than a 
revolving “School Stop” sign, which is 
only valid at certain times, according 
to the small print it bears, but which 
is frequently turned wrong so that all 
who do net stop to read, stop anyway, 
although there is no requirement to do 
60. 

Also, our police ‘are apparently more 
interested in enforcement of silly re- 
strictions than in infractions that are 
dangerous. For example, such through 
streets as Riverview, with no busy in- 
tersections, are diligently patrolled to 
maintain a speed limit of 30, when 35 
or 40 would be more sensible. On the 
other hand, drivers with illegally high. 
headlights are seldom stopped although 
we read almost daily of accidents caused 
by the driver beijing blinded by some- 
one’s lights. 

The law requiring all traffic to keep 
to the right results in a single lane, 
no matter how wide the street may be. 
This is only partially enforced but 
should be scrapped entirely and be re- 
placed with a law requiring all to keep 
in their lane’ unless they can turn out 
safely. 

If qualified experts, unhindered by 
politics, were allowed to formulate a 
new traffic code, it seems reasonable 
to assume that considerable improve- 
ment would result.

A Railroad Safety Car

One piece of news concerning the Korean war 
is full of spirit and cheer. Another is more 


than disappointing since it means that the fight-_ 


ing must go on at least for a while longer. 

We refer, first, to the announcement that 
President Truman and Gen. MacArthur will 
confer this weekend somewhere in the Pacific, 
and, second, to the refusal of the uncaptured 
Korean Communists to lay down their arms. 

The meeting of President Truman and the 
Pacific commander is one which no other two 
men can hold. No emissary representing the 


White House can do in the eyes of the world 


what Mr. Truman himself can do when he goes 
half way around the globe to confer on the final 
stages of the Korean war and other Pacific area 
problems. 

The question of Formosa still is unsolved. 
Undoubtedl¥ the President will take with him 
the best advice the Departments of State and 
Defense can give him. When he leaves Gen. 
MacArthur there should be no doubt as to United 
States policy with respect to this difficult issue. 
Whatever its precise details, the end purpose 
should be to keep the United States at peace 
with the Chinese continent. And it should be 
carefully guarded against association with the 
lost cause of Chiang’s inefficient, wasteful, often 
corrupt regime. : 

The very fact that Mr. Truman is going per- 
sonally to the Pacific zone at this time is bound 
to have an impact on Asiatic peoples. It is evi- 
dence that he thinks that their part of the 
world and their problems are bound up with 
the welfare of the Western world. The good will 
which is certain to flow from this one trip is 
incalculable. 

It may also haye the effect of shortening the 
war even though Red Korean Premier Kim Il 
Sung has told his remaining troops they must 
not surrender but fight to the death. For in- 
evitably one of the subiects under discussion 
between the President and the U.N. commander 
will be plans for the finish of the war. The 
meeting of the civilian leader and the military 
commander will symbolize the determination of 
the American people, supported by free peoples 
elsewhere, to see this repudiation of aggression 
throug!’ to a finish at the earliest moment. 

Meantime, the military advantage is all on 
the side of the U.N. forces. South Korean troops 
press toward the Red capital of Pyongyang. Al- 
ready American flyers will use the captured 
air field of Wonsan as a base for fighters and 
bombers. Eighth Army Commander Walker, a 
heroic field general if ever there was one, has 
already been on the ground at this base. Now 
Wonsan will serve U.N. forces above the parallel 
just as Kimpo field, near Seoul, aided the ag- 
gressors early in July. 

The war shows welcome signs of moving to- 
ward its close, notwithstanding the defiance of 
the Korean Communists. Even before it held, the 
conference between Mr. Truman and Gen. Mac- 
Arthur should speed the day of the final shot. 
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Young Moore’s Belated Sentence 


A year and two months late, young Robert 
H. Moore has received a sentence that may do 
him some good. He has been sentenced to 30 
days in the workhouse. 

His lawyer says an appeal will be taken to 
the Court of Criminal Correction, and if so it 
should be carried to a conclusion as soon as 
possible. 

Young Moore should have had some punish- 
ment that would mean something to him when 
he first got in trouble with the law in August 
of last year. Perhaps it should not have been 
a workhouse sentence, in view of its being his 
first offense, but he should have had enough 
from the hands of the law to be jolted into 
taking stock of himself. Instead he has only 
been fined, which punished his father, Dr. Harry 
G. Moore, if it punished anybody. 

Dealt with too leniently, he has indulged in 
one senseless escapade after another, endanger- 
ing the lives of others, including children, with 
his wild driving. In these 14 months during 
which the law hag failed to come to grips with 
him, he has made himself notorious—at the age 
of 19. 

Robert H. Moore is tragically typical of many 
youngsters today—of the hot-rod driver, the 
speed maniac, the thrilleeeker. Prompt and 
firm treatment is needed not only for his own 
sake but also to indicate to other young irre- 
sponsibles that they cannot expect an indulgent 
police, an indulgent judge or an indulgent 
public. 
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ECA in France 


Living conditions of most French workers 
are very bad, too bad to provide the workers 
with the economic base which might help them 
withstand the blandishments of the Commu- 
nists. That is the warning of three United 
States labor leaders, including Harold J. Gib- 
bons of the AFL Teamsters’ Union here, who 
evaluated last summer the benefits received by 
French laboring men from the Marshall plan. 

But the fault is not primarily that of the 
Marshall plan, or even of the way in which the 
plan has been administered in France. The big- 
gest reason is the fact that France was despoiled 
by two wars, a depression and a foreign occu- 
pation in one generation. The $2,000,000,000 in 
Economic Go-operation Administration funds 
poured into France could not have been nearly 
enough to make up for those losses. 

A subsidiary reason for what the American 
labor leaders found to be an actual decline in 
the living conditions of French labor since 1938 
has been the attitude of French employers. The 
employers, the Americans found, are aiding and 
assisting the growth of Communism by refusing 
to pay sufficiently high wages. 

But the problem of what the United States 
can do about it is not so simple. It is to be 
hoped that.such recommendations as more funds 
for housing will be followed, and that American 
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In any consideration of wage-price relation- 
ships in France, however, such facts of French 


It should also be remembered that the effect 
of the Marslall plan has been tremendous in 
France. Its accomplishments need to be weighed 
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men, workers or others, to the American cause. 
There are too many complex factors at work 
for any single thing to be the magic formula 
which resolves all problems. ECA has worked 
in France. What needs to be done now, as the 
Americans point out, is to find ways to make 
it work better. 
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Confusion at the Gates 

American policy on the admission of aliens, 
especially those from former enemy countries, 
has been so confused in recent years that we 
doubt whether the State Department could make 
it worse. The Department, of course, has been 
accused of such a design by Michigan’s Senator 
Ferguson. He says it wants to discredit the new 
McCarran catch-all anti-subversives law. 

That law certainly does not make the admis- 
sion of aliens, on a temporary or long-time basis, 
any easier. True, the Attorney General has 
authority to grant exceptions. But he must ex- 
plain each such exception to Congress. That 
means, almost certainly, that there will be few 


exceptions made. It is easier to rule against a 


foreigner than to go before a congressional com- 
mittee—perhaps for weeks of badgering. This 
shows, in a practical way, that President Truman 
was right in opposing the law. 

Even without the law, howeVer, the record on 
the admission of aliens is poor. Decisions have 
been all too arbitrary. The case of Ellen Knauff, 
the war bride, comes to mind at once. Or that 
of Josef Krips, the Austrian conductor, who was 
turmed back at Ellis Island even though he had 
been given a visa in Vienna. Obviously, the 
gates should not be opened to spies and sabo- 
teurs. But they should not be kept closed be- 
cause of some bureaucrat’s unsupported opinion. 
And, as far as possible, the issue should not be 
confused by questions about the individual's 
personal or profesional conduct. 

Many Americans may not want to attend a 
concert by a musician who, in their opinion, did 
not take a sufficiently clear anti-fascist stand 
during the war, or who, after the war, was 
willing to appear in a Moscow music hall. But 
if such a person has been given a visitor’s visa, 
why not let him in? We can always express our 
disapproval by staying away. 

Any other course on the part of the State 
Department, the Justice Department or the im- 
migration authorities at a port of entry can only 
lead to a long series of arbitrary and confusing 
precedents, many of which would conflict with 
American concepts of individual rights. Because 
it fosters such conflicts, the McCarran law is of 
the most doubtful constitutionality.

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End of a Boom 


Throttling down a boom will always cause 
anguish among its beneficiaries.

Yet from the moment that 
the invasion of Korea made necessary a huge 
new defense program, it was clear that the 
housing boom would have to be checked. By 
checking it, manpower and materials can be 
made available for defense, and one sector of 
inflationary pressure can be dampered. 

There is no question that America still needs 
housing. The building industry reached a level 
of 1,300,000 homes annually this year, and that 
rate could’ be maintained for some time with- 
out completely meeting needs. TRe manner in 
which this output was achieved, however, was 
never too healthy. It was achieved not by low- 
ering the cost of housing, but by enabling more 
and more people to charge the cost of housing 
against the future. 

The purpose of the new Government restric- 
tions is to reduce, quite drastically, the number 
of people who can obtain new housing on easy 
credit. The resulting drop in demand will, of 
course, cause dislocations and painful readjust- 
ments. But these consequences cannot be 
avoided if the nation is to rearm without a disas- 
trous inflation. ' 


Crippling Commercialized Gambling 
Missouri seems to have found an effective 
way by which the operations of commercial 


gamblers can be at least slowed down. That is ° 


by denying them telephone service. The United 
States Supreme Court just has refused to review 
a Migsouri Supreme Court decision which holds 
that the state has this power. ) 

There is, of course, no appeal from this 
refusal to review the case pressed .by the Pio- 
neer News Service of St. Louis. But this is not 
quite the legal end of the line. The race news 
outfit’s attorney has asked for a restraining order 
against the Southwestern Bell Telephone Co. 
in the federal ict court. 

There could be an appeal from a denial of 
such an oréer. But it would seem that the ulti- 
mate result should be the same. For Pioneer 
to win its fight, the Supreme Court virtually 
would have to reverse itself. And in this matter, 
that does not seem a very likely possibility. 

The denial of telephone service, in itself, is 
not enough to put the race news people out 
of business. Telegraph wires can serve them 
almost as well as telephones. That may be why 
some gamblers have been so eager to buy West- 
ern Union stock. But it seems logical to expect 
that, if telephone service can be denied, wire 
service may also be withdrawn. 

Law enforcement officials, however, have a 
more direct obligation than that of merely mak- 
ing gambling operations difficult. Insofar as 
gambling is illegal, they have the obligation to 
suppress gambling itself. That can be done only 
by good, steady police work. And that is a par- 
ticularly local responsibility. 


McCarthyism in Wisconsin 

Republicans in Wisconsin, after some hesita- 
tion, have decided to hitch their wagon to Sena- 
tor McCarthy. According to The Milwaukee 
Journal the Senator whose name has become a 
synonym for irresponsibility and intemperance 
will play a central role im the party’s campaign 
to elect Walter J, Kohler governor and to send 
Senator Alexander Wiley back to Washington. 

Some of the party leaders in Wisconsin de- 
murred at the decision to identify that state’s 
Republicanism with McCarthyism. But they 
were overridden by Thomas E. Coleman, the 
Madison and top campaign planner, 
who ig an enthusiastic backer of the McCarthy 
point of view. $

New Day for Pamphleteers? 


The Mirror 


Disappearance of many daily newspapers has reduced number of 
contending opinions 40 per cent since 1929, writer says; thinks 


of ‘ press is in transition; predicts that big papers will go on printing

It is widely believed that certain popular 
columnists, not always the more intelli- 
gent ones, swing more votes in every elec- 
tion than the greatest newspaper in the 
United States. The returns for the past 
18 years certainly suggest it. 

Within the craft this may be taken as 
another brutal assault on that favorite 
target of every sniper, the editorial writer. 
If it were so, it would be inexcusable, for 
I have been an editorial writer myself, 
and know the virtues of the breed. 

Editorial writing is, or ought to be, jour- 
nalism’s final and best contribution to so- 
ciety and the state. In view of the im- 
mensity and complexity of the volume of 
news now red upon the American pub- 
lic, careful and skillful interpretation of 
the significance of that news is more im- 
portant and more valuable today than it 
ever was before. 

An interpretation made by a detached 
observer with wide information and, above 
all, long experience in reading newspapers 
can lead the average man to the truth in 
a fraction of the time it would take him 
to get there himself by floundering through 
the news with no guidance, 

What the country needs is not the aboli- 
tion of editorial writers, but more, many 
more, and better ones. But as daily news- 
papers decrease in numbers there are few- 
er positions open to such men; and as 
the corporate form grows vaster and more 
complex, their independence is more and 
more restricted. 

My suggestion is that the editorial writ- 
er is badly placed on a daily newspaper, 
and that hig position grows worse with 
every newspaper that collapses. He deals, 
not so much with events, as with the ideas 
that spring from events, and in the battle 
of ideas one’s were are burnished and 
sharpened by the clash of contending opin- 
ions—and the number of contending opin- 
ions has been reduced by 40 per cent 
since 1929, by the disappearance of daily 
newspapers in that proportion. 

Unfortunately, we have not developed in 
this country any place for this kind of 
worker’ that can serve as an alternative 
to the daily newspaper. With us, the jour- 
nal of opinion is still rudimentary. The 
Nation and the New Republic have existed 
precariously, even as weeklies; a daily de- 
voted to the propagation of ideas is un- 
known and, to most American newspaper- 
men, unimaginable. 


Nevertheless, that the American daily 
oy is in a period of transition is plain 

the dullest. In speed the radio can out- 
distance it so easily that the old-time extra 
long ago disappeared, and the scoop is 
now practically unknown. Added to eco- 
nomic giantism, this plainly points to the 
day when most cities will rely for news 


of record on one huge journal, issued 
twice—and in large cities possibly three 
times—a day. 

But no one will look to it for opinion any 
more than people now look to the tele- 
phone or the electric light company for 
opinion. That will be supplied by a mul- 
titude for four-page sheets sold for a cent 
but written by exceptionally alert and 
well-informed men. ” 

Not being burdened with responsibility 
for millions of other people’s money, as 
a conscientious executive of a large news- 
paper is, they will say what they think, 
and they will usually think accurately. The 
monopolistic newspaper will continue to 
tell the world what happened yesterday; 
but small, fugitive sheets will tell it what 
is going to happen tomorrow. 


Many will guess wrong, and perish, but 
others will appear to replace them, for it 
will not take a Marshall Field to start 
one; any fairly prosperous job-printer, 
such as Benjamin H. Day, can do it, and 
when one comes along who pretty con- 
sistently guesses right, he will flourish. 

He will never be able to build another 
San Simeon to rival Hearst’s, or endow 
the Metropolitan Museum of Art, as Mun- 
sey did, but he will take in $40 a day, 
and may even net that much after he has 


paid off his printer and a couple of writing . 


hands. That would be an income of $12,000 
a year, which is mere pocket-change to a 
big modern publisher. But this lad would 
collect something else. 

Assuming that he really understood the 
news and knew how to explain it, consid- 
ering only the interest of the average man, 
not that of any corporation or class or 
political party, it would not be long before 
everybody in town would be reading his 
sheet and in addition to his $40 he would 
be acquiring influence to an incredible ex- 
tent. Some men like that better than 
money, and such men include many of the 
best newspaper workers. 

The trend toward monopoly is irreversi- 
ble, It was not planned by malefactors of 
great wealth, or by malefactors of any 


kind. Most of the caterwauling about the | 


“capitalistic press” and its sing is sheer 
bosh. If it is a menace to liberty it was 
made so by its virtues, not by its sins. 

Its. very excellence as a purveyor of 
news has made it so expensive that it can 
no Jonger reflect, much less mold, the 
opinions of the impecunious majority; yet 
that expense has put it into the position 
of a natural monopoly. 

The result is that free opinion must find 
some other channel. What that channel 
will be, only the seventh son of a seventh 
son is competent to guess. But it will be 
found. To doubt it would be to doubt 
the final perseverance of intelligence.

Lone Indian Against World 


BRONCHO APACHE, by Paul t. Wellman. (Double 
day & Co., 255 pgs., $3.) 

A literary coincidence prevented Paul 
Wellman’s first novel, “Broncho Apache,” 
from achieving full recognition when it 
appeared in the summer of 1936, ten days 
after the novel’s publication, “Gone With 
the Wind” burst upon the scene and drove 
possible competitors to cover. 

“Broncho Apache” thus went almost un- 
noticed, but Mr. Wellman persevered, later 
becoming well known for “The Chain” 
and “The Walls of Jericho.” His aborted 
first book has now been republished and 
fortunately so. 

This is a good historical novel. It gives 
sympathetic treatment to the story of a 
renegade Apache who, sent into exile with 
Geronimo, escaped and returned, unde- 
tected, from southern Illinois to Arizona. 

This seemingly in- 
credible feat the au- 
thor has verified his- 
torically.

In analyzing Massai’s motives reasonably 
and well, Mr. Wellman makes the lone 
Indian more a symbol of despair and re- 
venge than a criminal—and he never for- 
gets to be entertaining and informative,

Among some who 
hold influential positions in the 
Labor Government the fear of 
Germany is as great as it is in 
France. 


German Plan Resented. 


The decision on Germany fans 
the anti-American feeling that 
exists in some sections of the 
party. This comes out of a 
double-barreled delusion. One 
side of the delusion that lingers 
nostalgicaliy from the past is that 
the Russians really don’t mean 
any serious harm and that if 
they’re just left alone, everything 
will be all right. 

The other and more insidious 
phase of the delusion is persis- 
tently cherished by the left- 
wingers that Communism is in- 
evitable anyway and _ therefore 
the best thing for Britons is .to 
try to adapt themselves to the 
coming of the new era with as 
little pain and fuss as possible. 

These disputes do not touch 
very directly the average voter. 
As with his counterpart in Amer- 
ica, he grumbles over having to 
stir himself out of the peace and 
quiet that at long last he thought 
he was entitled to enjoy.

|Waterways Budget Cut Down; 
Army Engineers Drop 57 Projects 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 11 (AP)— 
Army engineers today pared the 
country’s expenditure for flood 
control and river and harbor 
projects in the present fiscal year 
to a total of $618,564,650. 

This total, which compares 
with $636,504,000 in the fiscal 
year which ended last June 30, 
reflects some last-minute reduc- 
tions which Congress ordered in 
spending as a defense measure. 

This new list carries $618,564,- 
650 as compared with $731,500,- 
000 on the list when the bill 
the Senate—the last avail- 
able project breakdown. The new 
list shows that money for 57 
projects—most of them small but 
some of them sizable—have been 
eliminated. entirely while most 
others have taken cuts. 

Orders by Congress. 

Congress, in ordering the cuts, 
said that no money should be 
used on any nhew project un- 
less it contributes sdbstantially 
to national defense. It also set 
up standards for projects already 
underway.

T is good advice not to meld 
| at the cost of too greatly re- 

ducing the number of tards left 
in your hand. But, alas, it has 
been far too strongly eniphasized, 
and the result is that many play- 
ers are holding up their initial 
melds long past the time when 
they should be madé—sometimes 
until it is too late. Here is a situ- 
ation about which a co 
ent writes, “What would yo@ do 
if you held the following hand 
as South?”

North-South had 3100 and East- 
West had 3600. East-West have 
already made a canasta and other 
melds. West is down to only two 
cards; East still holds six cards. 
Your (South’s) hand is as shown, 
and your partner still has his full 
hand. The sixes are absolutely 
safe discards. There are about 50 
cards in the discard pile and—the 
big point—the pack is frozen. 
Making the initial meld with this 
hand won’t unfreeze it for your 
side; hence some claim that it is 
foolish to make the meld, and 
others say it is ridiculous not to. 
What is the correct strategy?” 

By all means make the meld. 
It is true that your opponents, 
with only a few cards, are not in 
any position to take the pack, 
while you and your partner, with 
full hands, have an _ excellent 
chance to do so. But your op- 
ponents don’t need to take the 
pack, they already have a canasta 
and they may sneak out at any 
moment. You can’t afford to wait 
much longer, but must grab that 
pack fast. 

Your making the initial meld 
won't help you in the slightest. 
But what about your partner? 
Maybe he has already passed up 
several chances to grab the pack 
simply because, although he had 
natural pairs co match the upcard, 
he wasn’t able to make the 120. 
Here is a_ situation where the 
points you score by making the 
meld are only secondarily im- 
portant; the big thing is to give 
your partner every possible chance 
to grab the pack. Although you'll 
have only five cards left, you'll 
have two pairs and one safe dis- 
card. Your partner, with a full 
hand, will have a tremendous ad- 
vantage. And you'll be discard- 
ing into a two-card hand, so that 
you still retain all the advantages 
of position.

A phenomenon in 
the business, Howdy has popped 
up, like a toadstool after a spring 
rain, from comparative obscurity 
to head man of the most popular 
TV show for children on the co- 
axial cable. 


Running for the title of Tele- 
vision Pal and President of the 
Kids of the United States, he won 
some 10,000,000 young-fry fans 
for his program with a campaign 
for double-size banana splits and 
two Christmases in every year. 
Today, with his pals Mr. Bluster, 
Clarabell, Dilly Dally and Flub- 
A-Dub, Howdy has such a fanat- 
ical following that, when tele- 
vised program of the United 
Nations meetings ran overlong 
and cut into Howdy Doody’s regu- 
lar time on the screen, plone 
calls from kids jammed _ the 
switchboards of television stations 
all over the nation. The kids sim- 
ply raised juvenile cain over be- 
ing deprived of as little as a few 
minutes of Howdy Doody’s doings. 


Now Howdy Doody is going into 
the comics. Seen five days a 
week, Monday through Friday, on 
KSD-TV at 4:30 p.m., Howdy will 
make his funny paper debut in 
the Sunday comic section of the 
Post-Dispatch this Sunday when 
he takes off with all his pals in 
an airodoodle, a wonderful con- 
traption that is part plane, part 
ship, part car and part train, for 
a floating island in a mythical sea 
on a search for the relatives of 
Flub-A-Dub, the funny little ani- 
mal who has the face of a duck, 
ears like a cocker spaniel, a body 
like a dachshund, a neck like a 
giraffe, flippers like a seal and 
always wears a silly flower pot 
right on the top of his flat head.

OWDY DOODY’S gies ty 

really begins back in Buffalo, 

N. Y., in the early 1940s. It 
was in that year that Bob Smith, 
a personable young man who sup- 
plies Howdy’s television voice 
and character, was presiding over 
a chatter-and-record show on a 
local radio station and introduced 
a drawling, oafish voice (his own 
in higher register) as belonging to 
a character called “Elmer.” The 
small-fry listeners on the Smith 
show took an immediate liking to 
Elmer and when Bob was called 
to New York to do a program 
called “Triple B Ranch,” Elmer 
came with him. 


Elmer always addressed his 
young listeners with “Howdy 
Doody, kids,” and soon Elmer 
came to be Howdy Doody. Be- 
fore long the kids were writing 
in demanding to “see Howdy 
Doody” and the Howdy Doody tel- 
evision show was the natural re- 
sult. The show made its debut 
as a weekly half-hour program 
over the NBC television network 
a little less than three years ago 
and within a very short time 
jumped to its present schedule 
of five half-hours a week. Today 
the Howdy Doody Show is pre-

stations and has passed more than 
500 performances, | 

“We've got the ‘South Pacific’ 
of kid shows,” 33-year-old Bob 
Smith, grandson the late Rev. 
G. Kuehn of taunton, IIil., 
laughed as Howdy Doody and 
Phineas T. Bluster went through 
their lines (a particularly diffi- 
cult scene because Mr. Bluster 
had been drinking some water 
from a strange bottle that made 
him talk all backwards). “We can 
accommodate a small live au- 
dience of children on the show, 
but the tickets are already given 
out ’way past next January.” 

Besides accumulating a TV au- 
dience of an estimated 10,000,000 
youngsters which make him the 
envy of any TV performer, Howdy 
Doody has been responsible for 
an entire new industry. Manu- 
facturers are today busy turning 
out Howdy Doody hand puppets, 
Howdy Doody sweaters, hankies, 
scarves, jeans, shirts and even 
Howdy Doody wallpaper and 
cookies. 

To keep the Howdy Doody 
comic strip on the same high 
plane of children’s entertainment 
as the show itself; a highly spe- 
cialized team of artist-writers 
was chosen to execute the Sun- 
day funny.

fense. The early concession of a 
diamond was vital to this line of 
play, to “rectify the count” for 
a squeeze.

Men who chase that sort of 
game get write-ups and their 
pictures in the papers, and 
they are offered contracts by 
publishers to tell of their hair- 
raising experiences with dan- 
gerous animals. 

The wild-game hunter also 
has a tremendous amount of 
glamour about him. He shops 
for months for the right high- 


bearers and beaters. He wears 
glamorous boots and brush 
jackets, and his adventures are 
followed with bated breath by 
thousands. And, when he re- 
turns, he can put an elephant’s 
head on his living room wall, 
use the leopard he bagged as a 
bedspread, and the giraffe's 
ears aS a esr cabs 


THE NEW YORK apartment 
hunter gets nothing of this. No 
one knows about the perils 
which he encounters, one of 
which is the advertisements 
telling of apartments for lease. 
This is a typical one: 

“Seven-room apartment avail- 
able by owner who hates to 
give it up, but must leave for 
California due to doctor’s or- 
ders. Spacious living room, 
complete kitchen, two master 
bedrooms, amazing closet space, 
and unsurpassed view.” 

The apartment hunter, wear- 
ing no glamorous bush jacket 
but only a shiny blue serge 
suit, stalks this apartment. He

prise it before it gets away. 
Then he takes a look at it, as 
it unsuspectingly grazes among 
the thousands of other apart- 


‘ ments in the herd. 
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THE TWO MASTER bed- 
rooms have been amply de- 
scribed. They are master bed- 
rooms in the sense that we use 
“master” for little boys who 
have not become old enough to 
become “mister.” In short, they 
are children’s bedrooms. 

The unsurpassed view is un- 
surpassed, if you are interested 
in unsurpassed views of a 
brick wall two feet away. No 
lie there, because there may 
be people in this world who 
think that nothing can surpass 
the view of a brick wall that 
will rub your nose if you are 
ever careless enough to raise 
a window and stick your head 
out far enough to see whether 
it's raining or not.

THE “AMAZING closet 
space” is just that. It is. amaz- 
ing chiefly because unless a 
man had a wardrobe that con- 
sisted of one vest and a beret 
he wouldn’t have a Chinaman’s 
chance to hang it up in the 
closet. In one apartment I 
visited the closets wouldn’t 
house the stamp collection of a 
man who didn’t collect stamps.

UR COUNTRY, which five 
years ago believed falsely 
that Russia was a democ- 
racy, is slowly and dimly be- 
ginning to suspect that it is not. 


beginning, like 
rats, to desert the sinking S.S. 
Stalin. 

Communism, which was a 
forbidden subject in this coun- 
try seven years ago, has now 
become a “safe” subject (and 
only those whe spoke against it 
seven years ago know how “un- 
safe” it was then). The Korean 
War is the military and politi- 
cal expression of the change in 
the American mind in the last 
few years. But our national po- 
sition is not as safe as it would 
seem. There is a grave dany-r 
that, once again, America will 
enter a war in order to fight 
against something, instead of 
for something. 

Joseph De Maistre once said 
that a “counter-revolution must 
not be a contrary revolution, 
but the contrary of a revolu- 
tion.” It must not throw bricks 
simply because the enemy 
threw snow-balls.. A counter- 
revolution only intensifies vin- 
dictiveness and heats the blood 
to new revolutionary atroci- 
ties.

THE KEY TO the future is 
that Americans ghall learn to 
love the Russian people more 
than they hate Communism. 
There must be a realization 
that less than 3 per cent of the 
people of Russia belong to the 
Communist party—that Com- 
munism is not natural to them, 
that it is Germanic and not 
Russian in origin. (No one who 
knows philosophy will ever dis- 
pute this point.) The Russian 
people have no stomach for 
atheism. Their great religious 
problem was one of dualism: 
the conflict of the forces of 
good and evil. 

The crisis into which the 
world now enters, in which 
Communism is prepared to 
fight to the last Korean, must 
not be interpreted in terms of 
a slogan to cover up our sloppy 
thinking. Instead of our arm- 
ing for a slogan, there ought to 
be a crusade for a people. The 
Western World must learn to 
love the Russian people more 
than it hates Communism. It 
must be more eager to free 
them than to bring Molotov 
back to the Waldorf in chains.

De 
Maistre was right in saying rev- 
olution could best be countered 
by the contrary of revolution. 

All the political nonsense 
about right or left means noth- 
ing, because neither has any 
height or depth; the secret of 
success is in the vertical di- 
mension rather than the hori- 
zontal. It will do us no good 
to hate Communists; they seem 
to enjoy being hated. Rather | 
there must be love, love of the | 
Russian people, love even of | 
the Communists; love of the | 
Russians’ right to a home, to a 
school, to a church, and to a 
spiritual life.
